Much has been said, and rightly, too, as to how 


this country may profit from the experience of England and France. 


There is no doubt but that our allies can teach us much about modern 


warfare, lighting in the trenches, on the sea and in the air.

And lie n came the aftermath. 
Young girls and boys quickly dis­ 


played tin* physical strain of long hours confinement in the work shops, 


whet her Hic work was day or night. 
Education w as neglected and 


morals word affected grievously . England and France were fighting 


to make Hie liberty and happiness of the next generation secure, and 


at tin* s a m e time foolishly were denying the same generation the chance 


to grow up .ctlong in body, educated in mind and clean in spirit. 
The 


result was that there had to be a sp ryly return to the restrictions that 


tor a time had been ignored, to the enforcement of school regulations 


and to all safeguards necessary for the protection of child life. 


The danger that England and France faced and yielded to for a 


time, and then overcome, is facing this country now7. 
Already in highly 


industrial states there have been “ defense** proposals to suspend or 


lepeal the child labor laws which were placed upon the statute books 


only after t h *1 bitterest kind of a struggle with the special interests 


that were fattening on the bodies of the children.

W ashington, 
July 
21.—T he n a ­ 
tional guard, or such of its units as 
are equipped ami trained for active 
service, will be sent to F ran ce in 
advance of the national a rm y to 
join 
tile 
American 
expeditionary 
force under General Pershing. 
This program was announced by 
S ecretary 
of 
W ar 
B aker in the 
course of a letter m ade public at 
the w ar departm ent, in which he 
states the reason for tile establish­ 
ment of national 
guard 
c a n to n ­ 
m ents in the south. 
The 
exact 
language 
used 
by 
Baker in reference to this program 
is as follows: 
“It is intended to 
send tile national guard, or such 
units 
thereof 
as 
are 
properly 
equipped and trained, to join th e 
American expeditionary 
force 
in 
France, before tile additional forces 
authorized by the act above (the 
selective draft law), now7 called the 
national army, can be sent.” 
Baker 
also 
said: 
“ During the 
winter, if not before, it is hoped 
th a t 
sufficient 
tonnage 
will 
be 
available for the dispatch of m ost 
of the national guard to F ra n c e .” 
T here has been a great deal of 
speculation as to the reason which 
impelled the war departm ent to se­ 
lect southern sites for the c a n to n ­ 
m ents at which the national guard 
and particularly those of its divi­ 
sions from the north, w ere to be 
trained 
for 
service at the front. 
Some criticism bas been indulged 
in because of the location of these 
sites. 
Senator Weeks, of M assachusetts, 
however, says the explanation does 
not carry reason of weight, because 
tile no rth ern states could have fur­ 
nished cam ps at no expense to the 
governm ent and thus 
kept 
their 
troops 
close 
at 
home and their 
families.
